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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 25-57 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

(1) species of alpha-adrenergic agonist, e.g. compounds of formulas 3-6, 11 or 
14; and 

(2) species of pain, e.g. diabetic neuropathy, inflammatory pain and post- 
operative pain. 

The species are independent or distinct because the particular alpha-adrenergic 
agonists as recited in the claims (see in particular claims 49-55) represent varying and 
distinct compounds having classifications that extend across multiple classes and 
subclasses. Also, the different types of pain, such a diabetic neuropathy, inflammatory 
pain and post-operative pain, represent different conditions having different etiologies 
and modes of treatment. Accordingly, a search for all alpha-2 adrenergic agonists and 
the treatment of all types of pain would pose an undue burden on the Office. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
I.e. a single disclosed species of alpha-adrenergic agonist, such as the compounds of 
formula 3-6, 1 1 or 14 (as recited in claims 49-51 and 53-55), and a single disclosed 
species of pain, such as neuropathic pain, visceral pain, post-operative pain, 
inflammatory pain, arthritic pain, or headache pain (as recited in claims 38-46), even 
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though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
